I reopen this letter at the eleventh hour to give 
you an important piece of news, which has just lieen 
<vtiimunicated to me by an officer of high rank in 
the United States service, and one who has t>een on 
terms of the greatest intimacy with the Kussian 
Ambassador. 

His excellency Count Pontiatine, in Ids commu- 
r.L .tion with the Governor o r Nangasaki. was in- 
formed by him that it was the intention of the Ja- 
panese Government to pursue an entirely different 
course regarding intercourse with foreigners; that 
their policy was «o lie the opposite of what it has 
heretofore l»een in everything relating to the above. 
It wa« now very desirous of cultivating relations 
with all the great maritime Powers, and it was the 
intention of the Government to send Ambassadors 
to represent the nation abroad. His Excellency was 
most earnestly requested to delay his departure for 
a few Lours, as tin Governor was hourly expecting 
despatches from the court of Yeddo, officially advi- 
sing him to communicate the above information to 
the Russian Ambassador. 

So important was this information considered by 
Count Pontiatine that he expedited his departure 
for this place to meet the mail steamer which de- 
parts to-morrow for Europe, by which lie ha* dis- 
patched one of his suite to St. Petersburgh with des- 
patches relating to the above. His Excellency starts 
to-day ot his return to Nangasaki, expecting to be 
back here in about two weeks. 

You may consider the matter I have communica- 
ted above'as perfectly reliable, as it comes from a 
most authentic source. 

If this ia really true, it is of the very highest im- 
portance. We bope, at any rate, that the Govern- 
ment at Washington will have the sagacity and de- 
cision to take early and full advantage of all the 
truth there is in it. Opportunities like this often 
test the statesmanship of rulers mora severely than 
the most threatening emergencies. Unfortunately 
they occur far less frequently in the history of States, 
and when lost, through ignorance or negligence, are 
never recovered. Let the men at Washington who 
think themselves statesmen be on the alert.

AFFAIRS AT FRANKFORT. 

[Special Correspondence of the Louisville Journal.] 
The Election nf a U. S. Sen ttor—L"ijixliitlce Pro- 
ri >-l:nij* — The New State Treasurer — The Asse»My 
Hall— Senator Walton ami Ills Excute— Senator 
Porter on Baby Talk, etc. 

Fkaxkkokt, Jan. 5, 1858. 

The crisis is passed, and Lazarus W. Powell is 
elected U. S Senator from Kentuckvfrom and after 
the 4th of March, 1859. The election took place a 
few miuutes before one o'clock to-day. The event 
was inaugurated by the appointment of a committee 
iu the Senate to inform the House that the Senate 
was ready to go into the election. Mr. Whitaker, 
the talented young American Senator from Shelby, 
introduced a resolution precisely similar in character 
to that which was urged by the Democrats when 
Senator Crittenden was elected, declaring it inex- 
pedient to select a Senator at the present time. While 
the resolution was under consideration, Messrs. 
Whitaker, Andrews, and Mallory expressed their 
opposition to the election in the clearest and mo t 
lucid terms. Mr. Speaker King, however, decided 
the resolution out of order, and Mr. Whitaker linal- 
ly withdrew it. Pendiug the motion to appoint the 
usual committee in the House to inform the Senate 
that the House was ready to go into the election, 
Capt. Jackson, of Christian, introduced a resolution 
of the same import as that introduced by Mr. Whit- 
aker in the Senate, and supported a resolution in a 
speech of unusual force, eloquence, and ability. I 
wish that not only every American but that every 
Democrat in the Commonwealth could have hear! 
the patriotic address of that distinguished leader of 
the American party in the House. Highlv as I 
have esteemed the genius and cultivation of Capt 
Jackson, I was not prepared ' for the realization of 
his splendid powers which electritied the large audi, 
ence that crowded the hall of the House to-day te 
•very part. I trust that the admirable reporter, Mr. 
Sayers, will fill up the notes of the speech in ques- 
tion that the reader may have at least the pleasure 
of its perusal, while he was denied the gratilication 
of an enjoyment of the glowing beauties of its de-

Mr. Koliert C. Wiutersinith's term t<f office as 
Treasurer of State expired at 9 o'clock last evening, 
and he was succeeded by Col. J. EL Garrard. Mr. 
Wintersmith and his accompli>bed clerical foro» 
have been bu-uly engaged for some days in righting 
up the rJMfl of that department, acd'l am as-uied 
that Col. Garrard's predecessor has left evervihing 
in the most perfect order of arrangement. Mr. 
Wintersmith retires with the consciousness of hav- 
ing faithfully discharged the important trusts re- 
posed in him and with the endorsement from the 
lips of his constituents, "Well don-, good and faith- 
ful servant." The people of the Commonwealth 
will l>e fortunate indeed if they find in Col. Gtrr.ml 
an officer who will bring to the position aa equal de- 
gree of efficiency and faithfulness. 

With a high appreciation of Mr. Wintersmith's 
efficiency as an officer and his pleasing soe-isl quali- 
ties as a man, his friends of the State-house Square 
have presented him a maamilicent gold watch and 
mas:-ive chain. Tbe gift is an evidence of the taste 
and discrimination of the donors and a handsome 
compliment to the recipient.

I doubt if any similar entertainments 
have ever exceeded in point of interest and real en- 
joyment the balls of the same character which have 
been given heretofore by this club. They have l*en 
attended by the most elevated, refined, and fashion- 
able people of this and the adjoining States, and 
have had a reputation iu the fashionable worl 1 
abroad. It should be remembered that these balls 
are not given through motives of pecuniary gain, for 
be it known that each entertainment costs the young 
gentlemen of the club hundreds of dollars over and 
al*>ve the receipts. They are given to promote so- 
cial enjoyment, mutual improvement and for the 
glory of the Commonwealth. I hope to meet upon 
the occasion of this grand fete of the sea-ou, on the 
11th inst., a collection of l>eauty aud refinement at 
the State capital never before equalled, and I trust 
Louisville will furtash many representatives of the 
two departments of loveliness.

"excuse," andcouM assure them that it was a good 
one. 

Senator Porter, of Woodford, who is ordinarily 
very attentive to the interests of his constituents, is 
somewhat in the same category with the Senator 
tr. in Hart.

If an 
ntelligent nation like this should think proper to re- 
tain the neutrality laws, or carry out the recommen- 
dation of the President (now, he believed, for the 
frst time made from the Executive chair, that is 
t) make them more stringent), he must !>e content; 
but he would not be content until he could bring 
Congress to vote on this important subject. He em- 
paaticallv denied that the law of nations required 
independent States to restrain their citizens from 
hostile aggressions on any other power. 

The rights reserved to citizens cannot be invaded 
bT tbe Government. The powers which are limited 
and specified by the so called neutrality laws attempt 
to punish as crimes acts which are unknown to the 
lavs of nations. He hoped that the sympathy now 
manifested in behalf of the Central American State- 
would not be restrained by force. Were not our 
own citizens as good judges of their own morals as 
Cotgref s for them? 

Wr. J. Glancy Jones said that if he understood the 
mo»t distinguished characteristic of our Govern- 
me»t. It was a Government of national, constitu- 
tional, and common law. Hence, in forming his 
resolution, he proposed, as was appropriate, to refer 
this subject to the Committee on the J udiciary. As 
to tie President's position, he understood it to be 
this: If you wish me to carry out these laws, you 
must give ine more power. But it was not to be in- 
ferred as a non seqmter that the President would 
have any objection to the repeal or modification of 
these laws. 

Mr. Keitt to A it for granted that a special ques- 
tion like this might properly be confided to a special 



coinmi'tce. He understoe>i thai ihe ^entkmanfrom 
Peiius;. lvania ;a\> that the PreaMeet wahed the 
question as t<> whether or t o' he was in favor of a 
repeal or nio.li.-i, uj,,n of the r.entraliry law«, but 
simply asked to lie clothed with ne* power to de- 
fend them. 

Mr. Jones explained. His impression wa* that he 
did not say that the President hud made a waiver. 
He meant to give no opinion oLe way or another, 
but if existing statutes were to be carried out by 
court* throKghoel the eotwtir, it -. ould be i 
to etiatil"- hiin to execute lh-t:i. 

Mr. Keitt. resumiug. said the word 
not technically coriect, but substantially true. The 
President has asked to have an army and navv to 
pursue citizens of the United States on the high 
seas and on foreign soil. Did he want the army and 
navy to prevent the sailing of expeditions from onr 
shores? We have already an army and navv for 
this purpose. Then for what purpose does the "Pres- 
ident wat;t additional forces? Is it to follow expe- 
ditionist- on the water and »rre«t them in a foreign 
land? To do that, the whole neutrality law must 
lie perverted. If the Pre-nlent has tbe right to 
make seizures ia a foreign land, be has tbe right of 
a desjio;. M I 'iiniiander-in-chicf of tbe armv and 
r.avv. If men can iie captuied as the>e were", they 
iniisi ha captured for uo offence. The pursuit of 
any expedition bejond three miles from shore is un- 
lawful, and a capture on foreign soil is also un- 
lawful, aud as the gentleman from Georgia (Mr. 
Stephens) says,*it is robbery to do it. 

He did not know what position the administration 
occupies; he believed that Capt. Cbaturd, in sight 
of Punta Arenas, allowed the disembarkation of 
Walker's men !* , .m-e he had not the power to pre- 
vent it, and that officer was recalled in disgrace; but 
Commodore Paulding at that very spot sent bis men 
on shore to capture Walker and his men, and be is 
not yet involved in disgrace. A singular state of 
affairs. Capt. Chatard dist: raced for not doing what 
was done bv Commodore Paulding, who is retained. 

Mr. J . Glancy Jones read a portion of tbe message 
to show that the President only asked for the em- 
ployment of an additional force in case of necessity 
to execute laws on tbe statute book, and for the ful- 
fillment of a treaty in which the good faith of the 
government had alreadv been pledged relative to 
the protection of the fstbmus of Panama transit 
route, and for ths enforcement of the neutrality 
laws. If gentlemen mean lie should execute tLem 
they must clothe him with additional powers- 
Mr. Stephens said if we wish to set an example let 
it lie one h hich can be followed, but we ourselves 
should not tie violators of the neutrality laws. 

Reparation and restitution should be made, and it 
would lie an outrage if not made; every man should 
be sent back to the place from which he was taken. 
H Walker, the felon, as some call him, h a fugitive 
ham justice, let the courts so determine. He had 
under-toe d that Walktr left thi> country in a ship 
with a regular clearance. He save bis bond before 
leaving, and can answer to it. It did not become 
gentlemen to say that Walker is a fugitive, when he 
came here on parole, and when the Executive said 
to him, "Go in peace; we have no charge against 
vcu." He repeated that Walkerat.d his men should 
be put on board a national ship and returned where 
they were lefore the outrage e>n them was commit- 
ted. 

Mr. Bocock believed that Paulding had acted ille- 
gally. While he preferred to hear from the Execu- 
tive in response to the resolution for information, he 
wanted the neutrality laws inquired into. He main- 
tained unlimited power to use our army and navv on 
the ocean wherever those of other nations can be le- 
gitimately employed. 

Mr. Grow was pleased to see such feeling mani- 
fested on the other side of the Hou>e j'.gaiust Execu- 
tive encroachments on the rights of our citizens. 
He asked that the rule applied to the sea be also ap- 
plied to the land. For the armv during the last two 
years had l«en employed in Kansas ] 
outrages and injustice on the rights 
eve'ry freeman. 

Mr. Maynard trusted that this question would be 
MtBWBtd on its own intrinsic merits, separated from 
Kansas, Utah, and others. He took k for granted 
that Commodore Paulding and Captain Chatard 
thought they had plenary power and aiaple instruc- 
tions for the course they deemed it proper to pursue. 
If they were acting under instructions of that cha- 
racter, they should not be reproached for obeying 
them. 

After further debate the committee 
House adjourned.

But the question is: Is it such a vacancy? It was 
first decided in the Lanman case, from Connecticut, 
and has always since been recognised as a settled 
rule that the Governor of a State cannot make an 
original appointment which has not been once filled 
by an election. It is claimed that the Indiana Sen- 
ators were never elected, and should be turned out, 
upon the ground that the pretended election was no 
election, and hence void. The Senate having deci- 
ded that the proceedings by which they pretended 
to be elected were void, it follows, necessarily, that 
the case stands in the same position it would if no 
election had been attempted. In such a case it is 
admitted on all hands that the Governor could not 
make an appointment. In fact, Indiana has remain- 
ed for two years with but one Senator, for the rea- 
son that the legislature failed to elect, and the Gov- 
ernor could not make any appointment; and on the 
same principle, if this pretended election was void, 
the Governor could make no appointment in either 
case. 

I nder these circumstances, it is pre-umed here 
that, if Governor Willard should have the fa rJih.>oJ 
to appoiut these men, there will be found benatois 
who will object to their being sworn in, and thus

Thev 
are sold to a thousaud different persons living in dif- 
ferent towns iu the county, and different counties in 
the State, and be must wait until the end of the 
year before be can get his payment, and then he de- 
pends wholly upon the honest v and responsibility of 
the subscribers, for it is impossible that he should 
know the character of all his subscribers. It would 
not pay him to go around or send around the coun- 
ty or State to collect his dues. It would cost more 
tnan the collections would come to."

Charles Kuster Uiled out of the workhouse. 

About twenty-five ordinance warrants were dis- 
posed of. Most of ihcni were for obstructing the 
sidewalk, a few for fast driving, and one for throw- 
ing asbes into the street. In each case a line of $5 
was imposed. 

Henry Welling, warden of the Union engine 
house, was charged with. ringing the bell of that 
house longer than tifteen minutes at a tine. There 
were two charges against him. The witness stated 
that on one occasion the bell was rung for two hours. 
The ordinance prohibits the ringing of the bells for 
longer than fifteen minutes, unless in case of lire. 

Several coffeehouse keepers were up on a charge 
of keeping their coffeehouses open after 11 o'clock 
at night. The penalty is forfeiture of license. The 
city attorney let the parties off by payment of costs, 
but the court said that hereafter the law must be 
esforced. Coffeehouse keepers should take notice of 
this law. The amount of fiues imposed for violation 
of this ordinance was over $100. 

Mr. Willi* m Heffernan was one of the parties 
who was up on an ordinance warrant for obstructing 
the sidewalk, lie plead ignorance of the law. lie 
could not conscientiously support the papers that 
published the laws. He is certainly a most consci- 
entious liquor dealer. Would it not be well for the 
City Council, before the next election comes on, to 
consult Mr. H. as to the papers in which the laws 
shall be published? 

The court remarked that the officers of the Third 
and Fourth wards had enforced the ordinance for 
obstructing the sidewalk, and he hoped that the 
other officers would do the same. 



It is believed in Washington that the next arrival 
will bring intelligence of the capture of the remnant 
of Walker's army by Paulding. 

Voluminous despatches from Mexico have been 
received at the State Department at Washingtou. — 
The coup d'etat of President Comonfort has been suc- 
cessfully carried out in the capito!,in IV.- Ida. and Vera 
Cruz. It remains to be seen whether the exttemi- 
ties of the republic will recognize the new order of 
tiling. The trea.-ury is empty, and the smrtnaMM 
is in the hands of the money lenders, who are re- 
ceiving enormous discounts" for advances on the in- 
coming revenue. The idea that foreign intervention 
or assistance must be rendered to enable the govern- 
ment to continue is liecoming daily more prevalent. 
A proposition from a European diplomatic a^ent in 
Mexico hag been made to that government to estab- 
lish a monarchy, with European support, and an al- 
liance for the safety of Cuba. 

The case of Zerman, who went from San Fran- 
cisco some eighteen months ago, in the ship Archi- 
bald Gracie, with a small expedition to La l'. z. in 
Lower California, under an arrangement with the 
leuders of the Plan of Ayutia, but who arrived after 
the revolutionists had succeeded in driving out Santa 
Anna, has been decided, and the accused admitted 
of the charge of lillibusterism. This favorable re- 
sult has been mainly owing to the lirm aud energetic 
course of Mr. Forsyth, our mit ister, who was made 
fully acquainted with the terms of the original con- 
tract between Zerman and |>arties now in power in 
Mexico. The state of our commerce on the west 
coast is verv much depressed, owing to frequent 
seizure by the local authorities of American mrsuM 
in order to replenish their empty coffers. The Fed- 
eral government has little m no power to re-train 
them, and some immediate action is necessary on 
the part of our government to protect our dig there; 
as now our vessels do not ilare to face the imminent 
danger of groundless contWcation by the officers of 
the ports. Mr. Forsv th had not succeeded iu ob- 
taining any settlement of the case of our Consul at 
Acapulco. The condition of affairs iu Mexico is 
such as to demand immediate attention from the 
Cabinet.

con'd only recollect a portion of them. 

I or Governor, Judge Wm. C. Smith waa »ut in 
j)' mutation, and l\>r Lieutenant Go\ernor, Wm. Y. 
Kuberts. The nominees are of a clahs Et;. led Cor.- 
eervative Free Sotlers, and it is hardlv probable that i 
they will receive the support of the blool and thun- 
der and confusion party in Kansas. 

An inroad of Missourians was apprehended at 
Kickapoj on election day. and preparations were 
making to resist any attempt on their part at vo- 
tine but, further than this, there was no unusual I 
excitement. 

The Democrat, on the other hand, insists that its 
intelligence is reli ible, and it as well as the Repub- 
lican give various extracts from the Territorial pa- 
pers, which go to confirm the war news. The Re- 
publican denounces these reports as false, on the 
strength that later advices do not confirm the news. 
The latest newspaper advices came through the Jef- 
ferson City ( Mo. ) Enquirer (pro-slavery), and are 
as follows: 

A letter from Westport. Mo., dated Dec. 28, re- 
ceived just as we were going to press, says, iu rela- 
tion to difficulties near Fort Scott, that " the aboli- 
tionists had fired uj»on the Cnittd States troops and 
killed at.d wourdea seven or eight soldiers.

Three companies of dragoous and two of artillery 
passed do * u am tfce 26th, miking a forced Macao, 
and Jim Lane was tartU) iiig himself with six hun- 
dred men at Su^ar Mound. These two latter facts 
are wholly reliable. 

Guerrilla parths of Line's rebels, it is further re 
liably stated, are robbing the citizens of Missouri 
near the line of provisions, &.c. It is alto certain 
that Gen. Clark has been wounded (shot through 
the thigh) and that Mr. Little, deputy (7. S. Mar- 
fchil. has oeen killed. 

There are serious apprehensions of a ferav into 
Missouri by Lane's party, for the purpose of arson 
and plunder. 

The following letter to the St. Louis Democrat 
(free State) mentions a split in the free State ranks, 
some of whom determined to take part in the elec- 
tion which was held last Mc ndaj : 

Lawrence, Kin=as, Dec. 25, 1857. 

The delegate convention of the free State party, 
which assembled on the 2d in-t., and adjourned to 
meet agaia at the call of the lerritorial executive 
committee, assemlded in pursuance of that call, at 
thispliceonthe 23d. 

They were called together to consider the propri- 
t-ty of voting for State •Been and members of the 
Legislature, under the Leco upton c >n-titiuio!'. 

A mass convention was also called to meet at the 
same time and place. 

The convention was called to order by its Presi- 
dent, Gov. R (binson. Committees were BApoiaSfd 
to examine the credentials of deb-gate.-, tu.d it-port 
resolutions to the convention. J. Coampioa Va:.ghn, 
of Leavenworth, was chairman of the coinmutee on 
resolutior s. The delegate convention tht B adJoataV 
ed, auJ the ma»s convention was or^auizei. lion. 
G. W. Smith, Ksq , was elected Pi e id-.nt. A com- 
mittee, of wbich Dr. J. P. Root, of W v .r. ' -:t. wa^- 
chairmin, was aptointed to draft resolution- for the 
convention. 

This coineiittee reported from the majority re* lu 
tions in opposition to voting for State orfiJers, and 
from the minority resolufons favorable thereto. 

When the delegate convention again assembled, a 
majority of the committee on resolutions, through 
Mr. Thatcher, t .f Liwrence, reported resolutions in 
opposition to vo io_ and favorable to the complete 
organization atici e 'f..t cement of the S r ate govern- 
ment under the Topek t constitution. Mr. Vaughn, 
the chairman of the mmmitte. presented a minority 
report, declaring it to l»e the duty of the free State 
part}- to vote for State officers under the I.*comp- 
ton constitution. Mr. Redpath, who was a" member 
of the committee, reported some resolutions ceu- 
euring the meinlters of the Territorial Legislature 
for their disobedience of the instructions of the 
convention of Decenilier 2d, and instructing them 
at the next session to repeal all the "bogus laws" 
and adjourn sine die. Also, favorable to entering 
the election. 

The discussion upon the resolutions was interest- 
ing and exciting. Messrs. Thatcher. Walden. Root, 
Oak 'ey, and others supported the majority- resolu- 
tions, and Messrs Robiuson, Conway, G. W. Smith, 
W. Y. Roberts. Yaugbn, and others, the minority. 
Those in favor of the majority resolutions declared 
that a participation in the election would be incoc- 
eis'ent with the resolutions passed at the convention 
of Decem'*r 2d; would involve a recognition ct the 
validity of ths constitutional conventio"; endanger 
us ia Congress in our opposition to the admission 
under the constitution, and weakeu the Topeka con- 
stitution l>efore the people. 

Those in favor of the minoritv believed there was 
imminent danger of the admission of Kansas under 
the constitution, and that it was the duty of the 
free State parts- to guard against it bv endeavor- 
ing to secure the organization of the State govern- 
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men who have been favorably kn >*n in Nie rinmin 
tions of the free-State partv, aud men v. to have 
wielded much influence therein. 

[From the Leavenworth Time*, Dec. 36 ] 

From Fort Scott. — We have late and important in 
telligence from Fort Scoot, and shall briefly state the 
cause of the trouble, with the present position of af- 
fairs. Iu the southern portion of the Territory a 
large number of Missourians hold claims. Especi- 
ally is this the cafe in and about Fort Scott. For a 
long time back, tte Free State sottlers thereabouts 
have been subjected to innumerable annoyances. 
Their bouses have l*een burned, their cattle and 
horses stolen, and them>ilves subjected to continual 
insult. These things cot tinned up to a month ago, 
when boius Deputy Mar hal Little made bis appear- 
ance with numerous writs against Free State men. 
These writs were made tut under the rel*llion act 
which the Le. i-la:ure repealed. The Free State 
men »onld not tony the Sheriff. whereun<n the lat- 
ter eecured a Lrge )x>sse comttutus and ordered a 
Free State company to surrender unconditionally, ot 
t D suffer thn«aMtOaMMM. Tbey accepted the lat- 
t.T alternative, ami in the fight that Mwi Lttt'e 
ivas hit m ihe hfwtin »iili a bail, another pn-1 iveiy 
man was killed, and three others bally wounded. 
The proslavery party, after this, retreated to Fort 
Scott much infuriated. In the meanwhile ir.e*scn-

The injustice of the apportionment, the apparent 
-determination on the part of Calhoun to secure the 
election by fraud, were elaborately discussed and 
commented upon.
